A definite plan of campai<;;n 
has been mapped out and work 
l)egnn for the assenibliiin^ of a 
citizens' army at least 3X00 
strong at Camp Knox, Kentucky 
from Au<;iust 1st to September 
1st for the Citizens* Military 
Training Camp. A great part of 
the enlisted ortranization now at 
Ca!!!]; Knox will be moved to 
other points and the camp prac- 
tically turned over to the mem- 
bers of tlie citizens' army. 

Thiee courses — the Red. White 
and lUue — will be held simultan- 
eunsly (hning the niontli of Au- 
gust. The Red course is intend- 
ed for those who never have had 
[military training or who desire 
to combine a practical held train- 
ing with that received in a cadet 
cor]>;5 or similar i»rganization. 
The age limit is 17 to 25 years. 
The Wiiite course, the next high- 
er, is intended for men who-^e 
military qualifications are ecpial 
to or greater than the Red 
c(.»urse. The training given will 
be with a view to qualifying >e- 
h.'cted privates of the regular ar- 
m\\ national guard and organiz- 
ed reserves for service as >^pe- 
cialists and no4i-comniissioned of 
Jicers in the organized reserve. 
The age limit is 18 to 26 years, 
but graduates of the Red cour-e 
will not be barred on account of 
age. 

'i he Jilne course is the highest 
of the three. It has as its ol)- 
ject the training of non-commis- 
sioned oflicors and specialists of 
tlie regular arm^-, national guard 
and organized reserve with a 
view to qualifying them for ser- 
vice as officers in tiie ofticer.s re- 
serve Corps. Livihans designat- 
ed to alttnJ the Blue cour-o 
must have liacl military traininrr 
equal to that obtained in the Red 
and White courses.
